FATHER  TITUS  LUDES 

LEADERSHIP: 
SENSITIVE  AWARENESS 

"I  am  reasonably  satisfied  with  the  past"  declared  Father  Titus 
Ludes,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  six  year  tenure  as 
president  of  Quincy  College. 

When  asked  by  a  local  reporter  if  he  thought  he  had  been  presi- 
dent too  long,  Father  Titus  chuckled  and  replied,  "No,  just  long 
.enough." 

Father  Titus  can  look  back  with  satisfaction  on  successes  in  such 
areas  as  the  College  Update  Program,  College  Reading  Center, 
Center  for  Student  Development,  progress  toward  debt  retirement, 
institutional  research  and  completion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  recent  Partnership  Fund  campaign  to  upgrade  all  phases  of 
college  life,  helped  bring  college  and  community  together  for  what 
may  be  a  difficult  period  ahead  for  small,  private,  liberal  arts 
colleges.  It  is  the  hope  of  Father  Titus,  as  he  leaves  office,  that  the 
college  will  continue  its  pursuit  of  truth  while  promoting  a  nurtur- 
ing climate  for  liberal  arts  education. 

When  asked  about  students  today,  the  outgoing  president  said  he 
found  them  more  concerned  than  six  to  a  dozen  years  ago  about  the 
quality  of  their  education.  They  are  working  harder  for  it,  are 
generally  more  peaceful  and  cooperative. 

Father  Titus  also  prided  the  college  on  what  he  called  its  ability 
to  attune  the  liberal  arts  education  toward  those  vocational  inter- 
ests which  make  a  young  person  satisfactorily  employable  without 
sacrificing  the  quality  of  that  education. 

Father  Titus  completed  his  doctoral  studies  in  Education  at 
Fordham  University  in  1955  and  taught  in  the  Education  Depart- 
ment until  1960  when  he  was  named  Academic  Dean.  He  left  the 
college  in  1963  to  become  Principal  of  Hales  High  School  in  Chica- 
go and  returned  in  1970  to  accept  the  college's  top  administrative 
post. 

While  in  the  process  of  expanding  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Father 
Titus  said,  "I  am  enthusiastic  about  the  present  and  future  of 
Quincy  College." 

Always  an  advocate  of  quality  education,  on  several  occasions  the 
President  echoed  his  philosopy  of  superb  educational  service. 
"Education  is  an  orderly  growth  of  the  human  person  from  within, 
guided  and  directed  from  without.  It  is  not  like  a  field  which  no  one 
has  planted,  cultivated  or  cared  for;  true  education  is  more  like  a 
field  that  has  been  wisely  planted,  sufficiently  watered  and  weeded, 
promising  to  be  productive. "

Seminarians  at  Our  Lady  of  Angels,  living 
just  a  mile  away  from  the  college  campus, 
have  a  full  daily  schedule  of  prayer  study  and 
recreation.  Most  of  their  classes  are  taken 
with  the  college  students  and  they  enter  into 
the  various  activities  such  as  student  govern- 
ment work,  intramural  athletics  and  social 
organizations. 

Following  their  college  years,  the  seminar- 
ians enter  the  noviciate  of  the  Franciscan  Or- 
der at  Oak  Brook,  Illinois.

The  Pre-School  Center  is  set  up  for  young  children.  Children 
usually  attend  the  center  the  year  before  they  enter  kindergar- 
ten.

Reading  Center  provides  a  program  of  diagnostic  and  correc- 
tive reading  assistance  for  children.

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LECTURES 

AT  THE  PODIUM 

Emmy  Award  winning  interviewer  David  Frost 
spoke  in  the  Quincy  College  Center  on  November  3, 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  College  Arts  Program. 
The  popular  television  personality  shared  with  the 
audience  the  moments  that  he  has  cherished:  the  last 
personal  interview  with  the  late  Sen.  Robert  F.  Ken- 
nedy, chilling  moments  with  Nazi  war  criminals,  and 
moments  of  laughter  shared  with  Orson  Welles  and 
Peter  Ustivov. 

In  twelve  years,  David  Frost  has  risen  from  a  virtu- 
ally unknown  television  researcher  to  an  international 
phenomenon.  He  has  been  the  recipient  of  two  Emmy 
Awards,  the  author  of  a  best  selling  book,  and  the  star 
of  several  network  talk  shows. 

At  the  beginning  of  1977,  Frost  was  personally  in- 
vited to  San  Clemente  by  Richard  Nixon  to  conduct  a 
long-awaited  indepth  video  tape  interview.  Frost  ac- 
cepted the  awesome  "privilege"  with  stiff  conditions: 
that  the  former  President  neither  be  shown  any  ques- 
tions in  advance,  nor  be  allowed  any  editing  rights 
over  any  part  of  the  12-hour-long  conversations. 
When  aired  over  independent  stations  all  over  the 
world,  Frost-Nixon  interviews  set  new  viewing  re- 
cords. It  became  one  of  the  most  controversial  and 
discussed  programs  of  1977. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Theology  Department, 
C.A.P.  held  the  first  lecture  of  the  Bonaventure  Series 
on  November  14,  in  the  Student  Center.  Joseph  F. 
Gower,  professor  of  religious  studies  at  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  Philadelphia,  spoke  on  "American  Catholic 
Religious  Thought:  An  Overview."  The  lecture  fo- 
cused on  the  struggle  of  American  immigrant  Catho- 
lics during  the  19th  century.  Mr.  Gower  wrote  an 
article  which  was  published  in  "American  in  The- 
ological Prospective."  The  article  discussed  the 
thoughts  of  Issac  Hecker,  who  provided  a  strong 
counter  offensive  to  those  who  did  not  fully  accept  the 
Catholic  immigrant. 

The  purpose  of  the  Bonaventure  Lecture  series  was 
to  offer  other  avenues  of  communication,  outside  the 
classroom,  to  further  enrich  understanding  of  the 
Christian  vision  of  Man. 

In  observance  of  Law  Enforcement  Week,  which 
was  from  February  13  to  19,  C.A.P.  presented  Fre- 
deric Storaska,  noted  lecturer  and  author.  As  the 
third  and  final  lecture  for  the  year,  Storaska  lectured 
on  self-defense  on  February  16,  in  the  College  Center. 

In  the  past  twelve  years,  Storaska  has  presented  his 
rape-prevention  program  to  almost  a  million  students 
at  over  600  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
country.  He  established  the  National  Rape  and  As- 
sault Prevention  Center  in  May,  1972,  and  as  a  result 
of  its  success,  in  May  of  1974,  he  founded  the  Nation- 
al Organization  for  the  Prevention  of  Rape  and  As- 
sault (NOPRA),  Inc.,  a  non-profit  tax-exempt  organi- 
zation. 

His  twelve  years  of  research  culminated  in  a  book 
and  a  film,  which  is  being  syndicated  for  network 
television.  Both  are  entitled,  "How  To  Say  No  To  A 
Rapist  and  Survive."

Although  the  Hawks  were  dethroned  as  National  cham- 
pions in  a  14  overtime  marathon,  the  season's  overall  re- 
cord of  19-3-1  has  to  be  considered  a  booming  success.  The 
team  had  a  combo  of  hard-nosed  defense  and  aggressive 
attack  throughout  the  campaign. 

Experimenting  and  juggling  of  players  began  in  the  early 
season  Bicentennial  tourney  held  in  St.  Louis  and  contin- 
ued at  intervals  throughout  the  Fall.

Quincy  College  Junior  Varsity  Soccer  program  was  amplified  this 
year  under  the  guidance  and  influence  of  Coach  Elias  Manassah. 
Acquisition  of  potential  stars  was  the  basis  for  additional  schedul- 
ing of  eleven  perennial  junior  college  and  junior  varsity  power- 
houses. This  move  afforded  the  coaches  an  opportunity  to  further 
encourage  Quincy's  philosophy  of  soccer  upon  the  newcomers  and 
eventually  to  promote  them  to  varsity  level.

DYNAMIC  FLOOR 
ACTION 

Closing  out  a  fine  season  at  24-8,  the  basketball  Hawks 
opened  at  home  with  an  impressive  win  over  McKendree, 
whom  they  also  edged  again  at  the  close  of  the  season  in  the 
semi-finals  of  district  playoffs.  Faced  by  early  tests  against 
Bradley  and  Oral  Roberts,  both  games  were  lost,  the  first 
by  a  basket  swished  by  the  Braves  in  the  last  24  seconds, 
and  the  second  by  a  wide  margin. 

Throughout  the  season.  Hawks  fans  were  treated  to  an 
exciting  brand  of  basketball,  as  they  watched  a  squad  of 
leapers,  who  controlled  the  boards  in  most  games,  blocked 
shots  and  ran  the  ball  in  devastating  fashion. 

Coach  Sherrill  Hank's  Hawks  set  a  new  record  of  most 
wins  in  a  single  season,  even  though  they  were  short-hand- 
ed on  players  during  the  first  half  of  the  race.  That  matter 
was  taken  care  of  with  the  addition  of  Cornel  Benford,  6-7 
junior  forward  from  Dearborn,  Michigan,  who  added  con- 
siderable sparkle  to  the  team. 

This  was  the  year  that  senior  Greg  Dec  blossomed  into  a 
solid  center,  that  junior  Chris  Curran  showed  the  ability  to 
go  all-out  starting  or  coming  off  the  bench,  that  junior 
Mike  Hoene's  defensive  mastery  was  a  highlight  of  the 
season,  that  freshman  Jay  Frericks  and  sophomore  Tony 
Kennedy's  rebounding  strength  were  a  boon  to  the  squad, 
and  that  Larry  Moore's  deadeye  shooting  and  floor  general- 
ship swept  the  Hawks  into  the  State  Playoffs. 

The  season  ended  in  a  game  the  Hawks  didn't  deserve  to 
lose,  on  a  overtime,  missed  do-or-die  shot.  Quincy  was 
pleased  with  its  performance  against  strong  Illinois  Wes- 
leyan  in  the  final  game  of  the  district  playoffs,  but  natural- 
ly disappointed  after  coming  so  close  to  earning  the  first 
trip  to  the  Nationals  since  1967.
